I,  John  Cook,  of  the  East  India  Road,  Poplar,  Engineer,  do  hereby  declare 
the  nature  of  the  said  Invention  for  “  Improvements  in  Smoke-consuming 
5  Furnaces,”  to  be  as  follows : — 

My  Invention  consists  in  forming  an  aperture  through  the  bridge  beneath 
the  fire-bars,  and  inserting  in  or  fitting  to  the  mouth  of  it  a  bent  pipe  extending 
upwards  at  the  back  of  the  bridge  to  about  the  level  of  the  top  thereof, 
terminating  by  preference  in  an  elongated  mouth  of  or  about  the  width  of  the 
10  bridge,  or  any  other  shaped  mouth  may  be  used.  I  fit  a  valve  to  the  pipe  to 
regulate  the  draft. 
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
